features on the basis of [[a]] the unknown word dictionary area in which unknown-word- forming 
elements are stored, whioh ares aid elements forming a speech recognition result corresp onding to 
an unknown word, and for classifying an unlaiow ifrwer dsaid speech recognition result by an 
attribute thereo f and words for tho object of sp e ech recognition arc entered ; and 

selection means for oolcotia gto select a series of oaid words, which roprosonto a speech 
r e cognition result on the basis o fs peech recognition results that represent the original input 
speech based on said score. 
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2. (Currently Amended) [[A]] The speech recognition apparatus according to 
claim 1, wherein in said -the unknown word dictionaryarea, the unknown-word-forming elements 
for classifying the speech recognition result corresponding to the ffanll unknown word by a part 
of speech thereof are entered. 

3. (Currently Amended) [[A]] The speech recognition apparatus according to 
claim 2, wherein in -sai4 -the unknown word dictionaryarea, suffixes are entered as said 
unknown-word- forming elements. 

4. (Currently Amended) [[A]] Jhe speech recognition apparatu s according to 
claim 3, wherein in said -the unknown word dictionar y area , phonemes whkfe-thaLform an-the 
unknown word are entered together with saidr-the suffixes. 

5 . (Currently Amended) [[A]] The speech recognition apparatus according to 
claim 1, wherein in gaid -thft nnknnwn word d ictionar y area, the x inknown-word-forming elements 
for classifying m-the, spe^li recogn ition result corresponding to the unknown word by a 
language thereof are entered.

7. (Currently Amended) A speech recognition method for calculating a score 
indicating [[the]]a likelihood e£ athatone or more speech recognition ferafe -results of input 
speech including an unknown word is a correct speech recognition of the unknow n word, and for 
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performing continuous speech recognition on said speech based on the score, said speech 
recognition method comprising the steps of: 



extracting features of said -the input speech from said s peeeh; 



storing a dictionary database that is divided into a standard dict ionary area and an 
unknown word dictionary areai 

calculating said score bv using said -the extracted features on the basis of [[a]]the 
unknown word dictionary area i n which unknown- word-forming elements are stored, which are 
said elements forming a speech recognition result corresponding to_ an unknown word, and for 
classifying an unknown word the speech recognition result b y an attribute thereo f and words for 
tho objoot of spe e ch recognition ore e nter e d ; and 

selecting a series of s aid words spcech recognition results, which roprcscnta a op e ech 
r ecognition rnnult, nn tho basis ofr e present the orig inal input speech on said score, 

8. (Currently Amended) A recording medium having a program recorded 

therein, said program comprising the steps of: 

extracting features of said -the input speec h from said sp e ech ; 

storing a dictionary database that is divided into a standard dictionary area and an 
unknown word dictionary area: 

calculating said score by using saki -the extracted f eatures on the basis of [[a]]thc 
unknown word dictionary area in which unknown-word-forming elements are stored , which are 
said e lements forming a speech recognition result corresponding to an unknown word, andjfor 
classifying an unknown word the speech recognition result b y an attribute thereof-a nd words-fa 
the objootof spooch recognition aro entered ; and 
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selecting a series of eajdHwefdssEge^ recognition respite, which toprcsonto a sp e ech 
rc cn cnitinn t™ 1 ^ t>l g bask^fi^Brcsent the original input speech on said score.. 

9. (New) The speech recognition apparatus according to Claim 7, wherein in 
the unknown word dictionary area, the unknown-word-forming elements for classifying the 
speech recognition result corresponding to the unknown word by apart of speech thereof are 
entered. 

10. (New) The speech recognition apparatus according to Claim 9, wherein in 
the unknown word dictionary area, suffixes arc entered as tlie unknown-word-forming elements. 

1 1 . (New) The speech recognition apparatus according to Claim 1 0, wherein 
in the unknown word dictionary area, phonemes which form the unknown word are entered 
together with the suffixes. 

12. (New) The speech recognition apparatus according to Claim 7, wherein in 
the unknown word dictionary area, the uuknown-word-forming elements for classifying the 
speech recognition result corresponding to the unknown word by a language thereof are entered. 
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
